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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 20-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Specifically, where is the support for "feed 
forward manner" in the specification. Is "learning" the support? Furthermore, where is 
the support for combination of the feed forward control, holding means and feed back 
control using the integration means set forth in claim 20 of the claims. It seems that 
multiple embodiments of the invention are being combined together in the claim 20. 
Furthermore, the dependent claims add additional embodiments. Is there support for 
such combination (i.e. combining multiple embodiments into one device)? It is 
requested that the Page and line number be provided to show each feature of the claim 
in order to help resolve this issue. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed February 13, 2008 have been fully considered. 

Applicant arguments have been considered and the prior art rejections have 
been withdrawn. Also the obviousness type double patenting rejection has been 
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withdrawn due to Applicant's amendments. A new rejection is made under 35 U.S.C. 
1 12 1st paragraph. The rejection is discussed above.
